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Since 17 December 1951, traffic south from Nanning via the Laiping-Chennankuen 
railway had been ingreased to three trains daily, with two at night and one. 
during the daytime$4’ From 24 to 31 December, military supplies shipped 

south from Nanning by this railway included 1, 800 tons of grain; over 1,600 
boxes of rifles end machine guns which were made at Henyang arsenal; over 
4,600 boxes of ammunition from the Kwangsi and Kwangtung arsenal; over 60 
Soviet-made trucks; 250 bundles of medical and emer supplies; and unknown 
quentities of soy beans and salt. 


On 29 and 30 Decenber, 1,600 troops of the Chingse Communist 128 Division, 

43 Army, arrived at Wuming (108-15, 23-12). 2 These troops were equipped with 
4 x 75 mm guns end 26 x 60 mm guns. They appeared in good health, and al though 
some spoke Human or Northeastern dialects, the ma jority spoke Cantonese. 


As of December, Chinese Communist measures against guerrilla activity on the 
river between Ch’ ungshan (107-33, 22827) and Lungehou (106-56, 22022) had made 
river traffic relatively safe between Nanning and Lungohou. During December 
all boats travelling to Nanning from Lungchou carried native products, and 
those travelling in the opposite direction carried grains. In response to 
demands for military transportation, Kwangesi Military District Headquarters 
inoreased the transportation of military supplies since mid-December. 


The Chinese Communists commandcered over 30 x 20 ton wooden junks which had 
sailed between Nanning and Kueihsien (109-36, 23-06) and concentrated then 
at Nanning to await orders to ship supplies to Lungchou. On 24 December 
the Communists began a three-day training class at Nanning Labor Union Head- 
quarters for 280 of the crew and owners of these junks. Training consisted 
of air defense, anti-guerrilla methods, and first aid. During the training 
period CHANG Yum-i, Governor of Kwegsi, addressed the clasa.
